Crusading lawyer fears for the health of residents in closure battle 

MOVE ‘MAY BE THE 
DEATH OF ELDERLY 


Man, 59, with 
child porn 
avoids jail 

A Stourbridge man caught with indecent photo¬ 
graphs of children has avoided a prison term. Judge 
Nicholas Webb told Ronald May it was to his credit 
he had not downloaded any other images since his 
offending four years ago. 

He said the 59-year-old had gone into his com¬ 
puter to look at adult pornography adding, “It is not 
for the courts to criticise that. 

“That is a choice you are allowed to make.” 

But he stressed, “You are not allowed to go on from 
that and look at child pornography. 

“The most important thing in your favour is that 
this happened in 2007 and you did not repeat it. That 
is a helpful sign.” 

The Judge warned May who downloaded a total of 
53 images including a small number in the most 
serious categories that if there had been more he 
would definitely have gone straight into custody. 

They were still “evil” offences, he went on, because 
the images had been put out by people looking to 
make money from the exploitation and abuse of 
young children who could have been “badly harmed.” 

May, of Beale Street, admitted 10 charges of pos¬ 
sessing indecent photographs of children and he was 
placed on supervision for three years. 

The Judge made it a condition of the order that he 
attends the Community Sex Offending Programme 
and he also made him the subject of a five year 
Sexual Offenders Protection Programme. 


A crusading lawyer says closure of a Dudley care home would be 
“severely detrimental” to the health of elderly residents if they are 
forced to move out. Campaigners are battling to overturn Dudley 
Council’s decision to shut New Bradley Hall, in Compton Drive, 
Kingswinford, in 2013. 

Solicitor Yvonne Hossack has agreed to help residents and their families in 
their fight against the closure and said work on the case was in its early stages 
at the moment. Campaigners fear the shock of having to move could damage 


the residents’ health and may even be 
the death of some of them. 

Miss Hossack said campaigners believed 
Dudley Council were not taking into 
account the impact the closure and moving 
somewhere new would have on the resi¬ 
dents’ health. 

And she said there was concern about the 
shock of moving elderly people, some aged 
over 90 from the home they had known for 
many years. 

Miss Hossack has previously helped 
elderly residents fighting to stay at the ill- 
fated Underhill House, Underhill, and cam¬ 
paigned against care home closures in 
Staffordshire. 

She said: “Early work has started reading 
through background papers in regards to 
the case. 

“People are concerned closing the home 
would have a severely detrimental impact 
on the health of the residents living there. 

“However this does not seem to be a posi¬ 
tion which Dudley Council is accepting at 
the moment.” 

Dudley Council plans to close New 
Bradley Hall, New Bridge House, in 
Coseley, and New Swinford Hall, in Stour¬ 
bridge, by April 2014. 

Bosses from the authority say the deci¬ 
sion to close the homes has not been made 
to save money but to keep elderly people 
independent and in their own homes for 
longer. 

The council also says consultation will be 
carried out with relatives and their families

to ensure they receive the same level of care 
to wherever they move. 

But campaigners say some residents 
cannot afford to move to private care homes 
while others need more care than other 
housing schemes could provide. 

They told councillors at a meeting of the 
adult health and scrutiny committee this 
week this needed to be taken into account. 

Philip Vanes, spokesman for residents at 
the home, said: “We believe the shock of 
having to move will damage the health of 
the residents and may even kill them.” 

He said all of the residents have signed a 
letter calling for the home to be kept open. 

Strongly 

“They feel so strongly about it they say 
the only way you will get them out is to evict 
them,” he said. 

Other campaigners wanted to know what 
would happen to the building once it had 
been closed and if the land would be sold. 

Councillor Ken Finch said he believed the 
council should be “honest” and admit the 
council was closing the home to save money. 

But Councillor Peter Miller said the move 
was to improve services for the elderly in 
the borough, adding: “Many of these sites, 
including the ones already closed were built 
in the 1960s and looked their age. This will 
provide something better not just for the 
elderly today but the future as well.” 

The committee approved the report but 
asked for constant updates.

Winter start for 
terminus work 

A £14,000 scheme to improve an ageing Black 
Country bus station will take place during the 
winter, officials have revealed. Travel firm Centro 
has been developing plans to improve Gornal Wood 
Bus Station for months. 

It followed successful talks which were held with 
Dudley Council earlier this year. Residents have 
been calling for the station in Gornal village, to be 
improved for years as existing stands at the site have 
become worn. Officials from Centro confirmed final 
plans for the project have now been agreed. 

Four new shelters for the station have been 
ordered. Centro has also approached an electricity 
company about supplying power to the new shelters 
so they can be lit at night. 

Officials said installation work was now expected 
to take place during the winter but admitted a firm 
date had not yet been set. Lighting is also expected 
to be improved as part of the improvements to the 
station, which is used by hundreds of commuters 
every week. Centro has previously said the size of 
the station will not be altered due to the number of 
buses which use the site.

More than 20 new disabled parking 
bays are set to be created in the 
Dudley borough.

One permit is issued for each 
parking space which is marked out on 
the roadway as a white box. 

New figures released by the council 
show 82 applications were made in 
the 13 months prior to September 
2010.

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Pay shake-up is looming 


A move to bring in a pay shake-up for thousands 
of Dudley Council workers could be brought into 
force within six months. Single status agreements 
are being drawn up by all councils to iron out pay 
inequalities and Dudley Council officials have been 
working for years to try and resolve the issue. 

Under the current proposals of the single status 
plan put forward by the council there would be 
1,260 people - 14 per cent of the council’s 9,000- 
strong staff - earning lower pay. 

In total, 342 members of staff are facing wage 
cuts of more than 15 per cent. Negotiations have 


been ongoing between council officials and unions 
over the last few weeks to try to agree a pay deal for 
workers and it has now been revealed that pending 
union ballots on the proposals could be introduced 
by April 1 next year. Under the offer currently on 
the table, around 47 per cent of staff would main¬ 
tain the same basic pay and 38 per cent will see an 
increase. The union ballots on the plans are likely 
to take place next month but figures released in 
August showed almost two-thirds of workers facing 
pay cuts of 15 per cent or more have submitted 
appeals against the pay changes.

Trust to make use 
of old council site 

A former office run by Dudley Council is set to 
be brought back into use as a base to help young 
people in the borough. The old Netherton 
Estates office on Church Road was used by resi¬ 
dents to pay their rent and report repairs. 

The office closed its doors in 2008. Since then 
it has been empty - costing the council in secu¬ 
rity, business rates and utility bills. Now the 
Prince’s Trust charity wishes to use the building. 

Bosses say the trust has approached the 
authority to use the building to deliver “personal 
development programmes” in partnership with 
the City of Wolverhampton College for young 
people between the ages of 16 and 25. 

The terms and conditions of the lease are still 
to be negotiated but will include the building 
being let at market rent and housing services 
providing a grant to the Prince’s Trust of up to 
the same value. The council housing services 
department will have the opportunity to refer 
young people to take part in the programme. 


Fellow action group 
member Mac Scott added: 
“The people in New Bradley 
Hall live in a wonderful 
home, where they are well 
looked after, well fed and 
happy. Please, have some 
humanity and at least think 
about making an excep¬ 
tion.” 

The first 3,600 signatures 
were handed in to Dudley 
Council on Wednesday 
hoping to persuade council¬ 
lors to rethink the decision 
to close the home by 2013. 

Councillor Margaret 
Wilson joined the debate, 
saying the people and fami¬ 
lies at the care home needed 
to be treated with dignity 
and given the right to speak 
to the council directly. 

Mrs Pope-Smith said the 
closure of New Bradley Hall 
was part of a programme of 
closures agreed in 2007.

The former owner of two iconic 
nightclubs in the Black Country who 
also co-founded a well-known live 
music booking agency has died. 

Peter Fielding, who was 69, ran 
Club Lafayette with his father Stan in 
Wolverhampton city centre during the 
1960s and 70s, and then The King¬ 
fisher in Kingswinford. Prior to that 
he was a key figure with the Astra 
Agency, putting on gigs at halls such 
as the Civic in Wolverhampton. He 
died in his sleep last Friday at his 
home in Eccleshall, Staffordshire. 

Mr Fielding was born in Bushbury, 
as one of four boys, and attended 
Codsall Secondary Modern, which is 
now Codsall High. 

He married his wife Marie in 1970 
and moved to Brewood where they 
lived until 1994 until relocating to 
Eccleshall. Mr Fielding worked with his father Stan in their grocery 
shop in Bushbury but his future lay in the entertainment industry, 
where he had great success promoting cabaret and live music. 

Businessman 

He formed the Astra Agency with local businessmen George 
Maddox, Tony Perry, Alan Clayton and Maurice Jones. 

In 1967 he took over at live music venue Club Lafayette in Thorn- 
ley Street with his father. The club played host to some of the biggest 
bands of the time, including Status Quo, Thin Lizzy and Led Zeppe¬ 
lin. In 1984, he took over The Kingfisher Country Club in Kingswin¬ 
ford, bringing headline acts to the town such as Tina Turner, Jethro 
Tull, Alexis Corner and Georgie Fame, while also managing many 
local groups. Mr Fielding’s son Richard said today: “Some of the 
biggest bands of the time played there. “It was the place to be. It was 
very much a rock and swinging sixties venue.” Mr Fielding retired in 
2005. He leaves behind his wife Marie and two children, Richard and 
Ann-Marie, as well as six grandchildren.

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Accidental death of man, 42 


A man with a history of depres¬ 
sion died following an accidental 
overdose of the medication he was 
taking to ease his symptoms, an 
inquest has heard. 

Craig Fiander was found un¬ 
conscious at his home in Stepping 
Stones, Stourbridge, on June 14 
this year by members of his family. 

The 42-year-old was taken to 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital 
where he later died. A verdict of 


accidental death was recorded at 
the end of the inquest at Dudley 
Coroners Court. Black Country 
coroner Robin Balmain said: “I 
am satisfied Mr Fiander did not 
intend to take his own life.” 

Toxicology tests had revealed a 
“higher than therapeutic” dose of 
the painkiller Tramadol in Mr 
Fiander’s blood - although the 
amount was nowhere near a high 
overdose. But it was enough to 


react with another drug, Ami¬ 
triptyline, which he was taking 
for depression. 

Mr Fiander had been under the 
care of the home treatment team 
from Bushey Fields Hospital and 
had been discharged just prior to 
his death. His family said they 
were concerned about him being 
discharged and the level of medica¬ 
tion he had been given. They plan 
to look into the matter further. 


MP s pharmacy visit 


The MP for Stourbridge has 
called on residents to think about 
using pharmacies more. It comes 
after Margot James visited a phar¬ 
macy in the town assess what such 
services provide for the community. 

She was met by pharmacists Dan

Trading Estate, were called 
in earlier this year. 

Wail members have been 
granted permission to 
speak at the inquiry at 
Worcester County Hall from 
November 22. 

Wail chairman Ray Kirby, 
who has led opposition to 
the plan by Mercia Waste 
Management, said: “We are 
confident we have a robust 
and undeniable case to put 
forward and are delighted 
that our arguments will be 
heard in full. 

“Wail has been over¬ 
whelmed with the scale of 
support we have received 
across the community and 
thank everyone for digging 
deep to back us financially, 
allowing us to employ our 
legal and planning experts.” 

During a planning 
meeting in March the group 
were given just five minutes 
to present their case before 
the application was given 
the go-ahead by Worcester¬ 
shire County Council. The 
inquiry will run for eight 
days excluding Monday 
November 28. 


Youth charged 
over damage 

A teenager who ran over a 
disabled man’s car in 
Dudley, causing the roof to 
buckle, has been ordered to 
pay £500 to the victim. 

The 17-year-old, who can¬ 
not be named due to his age, 
jumped on to the Peugeot 
406, Dudley Youth Court 
heard. Mr Barry Sealeaf, 
prosecuting said the youth 
ran on to the bonnet and 
across the windscreen and 
roof on September 11. 

The teenager was given a 
six-month youth rehabilita¬ 
tion order, during which he 
must complete 24 hours at 
an attendance centre. He 
must also pay £500 compen¬ 
sation. 


Bored schoolgirls 
in £11,000 attack 


TWO schoolgirls caused more than £11,000 of damage to 24 
cars during a wrecking spree in Stourbridge, a court heard. The 
youngsters, aged 12 and 13, scratched the vehicles in Wollaston 
with a stone because they said they had been “bored”, Dudley 
Youth Court was told. 

Magistrates ordered their parents to pay back a total of £2,300 - 20 
per cent of the damage — in compensation. The court heard that the 
girls, who cannot be named due to their age, were seen by a resident 

just minutes before the 
damage was discovered 
in Wood Street. 

The cost of repairs went 
as high as £1,500 for a 
Jaguar X Type, while other 
vehicles included a Land 
Rover Freelander. 

Mr Barry Sealeaf, prose¬ 
cuting, said most of the own¬ 
ers had ended up paying for 
the repairs themselves. 

One of the girls said in 
court: “We were bored and 
had nothing to do so we 
thought it would be funny to 
scratch some cars. We didn’t 
realise the seriousness of 
what we were doing.” 

Magistrate Mr Ken Slater 
said it would have been 
“futile” to order the parents 
to pay the full £11,457 costs 
as compensation as they 
would be unable to afford it. 

The girls, who admitted 
24 charges of criminal 
damage, were put on a nine- 
month referral order by 
magistrates. 

After the hearing, Selina 
Mackie, one of the victims, 
said it was “frustrating” she 
had to pay £987 to repair 
her Land Rover, but would 
only get 20 per cent back. “I 
would have liked them to 
come and meet everyone 
and say sorry,” she said. 
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Police set 
to target car 
part thieves 

Thieves are taking advantage of rising metal 
prices by ripping high-value parts from cars to 
be sold as scrap, prompting a crackdown from 
police in Dudley. 

There has been a spate of thefts from vehicles 
in the borough in recent weeks with 42 catalytic 
converters being stolen from cars, vans and 
minibuses since October 1. Officers have 
responded by increasing patrols and carrying out 
visits to known scrap dealers across the area in a 
bid to deter thieves who are attempting to cash in. 

One vehicle hit was The Woodsetton School 
minibus which was targeted by thieves at some 
point between October 16 and 21. 

The catalytic converter was cut from the bus 
and has since been repaired. The school is one of 
a number of firms signed up to take part in prop¬ 
erty marking sessions at the police garage in 
Brierley Hill over the next few weeks. 

Identified 

People can get their property and vehicles 
marked so parts can all be individually identi¬ 
fied should they be recovered from scrap dealers 
throughout the region. 

Pc Sean Lowe, from Brierley Hill police station 
has organised the events. He said: “This specific 
kind of theft is proving to be a real issue across 
Dudley and it is important that all motorists and 
businesses who own high-clearance vehicles, 
like 4x4s or vans, are aware of how best to protect 
themselves from falling victim. 

At the special marking days officers will secu¬ 
rity mark catalytic converters with a unique 
tracking number that is then registered and can 
be verified immediately by the police at any 
time, day or night. Anyone who owns a vehicle 
with a high clearance can go to the Bevan 
Garage, Bevan Road, Brierley Hill, between 
9am and 12pm on November 17, November 24 or 
December 1.

Lodge is sold 
for £280,000

A landmark Midland house which was named after 
former Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin has been sold for 
£280,000 at auction. 

Bids flooded in for the three-bedroom Baldwin Lodge 
which is a short distance from Astley Hall in Stourport 
where the statesman died in 1947. 

Baldwin, who had three spells in office at Downing 
Street in the 1920s and 1930s, was born in nearby Lower 
Park in Bewdley. 

The property, named in honour of Bewdley’s famous son 
went under the hammer at a Halls’ property auction in 
Kidderminster and included two outbuildings, a chalet, 
courtyard and gardens. Duncan Foulkes, spokesman for 
the auctioneers, said the house, which is in need of refur¬ 
bishment attracted a lot of interest from buyers. 

“After an opening bid of £200,000, the bidding rose 
quickly and the property was purchased for £280,000 by a 
local lady,” he said. 

Baldwin first entered the House of Commons as an MP 
for Bewdley in 1908. 

He was Prime Minister three times in the period 
between the First and Second World Wars and also held 
the positions of Chancellor of the Exchequer and President 
of the Board of Trade. 

He later become the First Earl Baldwin of Bewdley and 
was also a Knight of the Garter. The father of six died aged 
80 . 

His ashes are buried at Worcester Cathedral and many 
people visit every year to pay tribute to the famous politi¬ 
cian. 

Other lots in the auction included 19.35 acres of pasture 
land at Drakelow Lane, Wolverley, near Kidderminster, 
which sold for £120,000. 

The majority of the site, which is accessed off Drakelow 
Lane, is light pasture land with a small area of scrubland. 

Worker, 19, took 
clothes for cash 

A recycling worker collected clothes in charity bags to 
cash them in and boost his wages, a court heard. 

Zygimantas Ringys, a Lithuanian who cannot speak 
English, was working for a firm that paid him for the 
weight of clothes he collected. 

The 19-year-old, of Aspen Way, Wolverhampton, put 
bags featuring the logo of children’s charity Sparks outside 
people’s homes in Brierley Hill. 

Ringys said he thought people would be more willing to 
donate to charity than a recycling collection — so he 
believed he would make more money. But he was caught 
red-handed before he could get any cash for the clothing, 
Dudley Magistrates Court heard. 

Police were originally called after a resident in Stamford 
Road, Withymoor, became suspicious when they noticed 
the empty bags being delivered. 

After he was arrested, he told officers he earned less 
than £100 a week and needed to increase his income. He 
admitted a charge of fraud and was given a community 
order with a 28-day curfew between 6pm and 6am.

Midlands 
GPsearn 
the most 

GPs in the West Midlands are 
earning higher than the average 
salaries of doctors elsewhere in the 
UK, new figures reveal. Doctors in the 
region took home an average salary 
before tax of £115,000 during 2009/10. 

The figure amounts to£10,000 more 
than the UK average. A study by the 
independent NHS Information 
Centre has calculated the average 
earnings for the 2,900 West Midlands 
GPs and also revealed they claimed an 
average of £163,000 in expenses, 
including £99,700 for employee costs. 

Wages for receptionists and admin¬ 
istration staff would be covered with 
this, with £13,600 to fund office and 
business costs, £18,000 for premises 
and £1,600 for car and travel costs. 

On average GPs in the region spent 
£25,000 on advertising, promotion 
and other business expenses. 

Across the country the majority of 
family doctors earned an average 
income before tax of £105,700 in 
2009/10. 

This is a fall from the peak of 
£110,000 in 2005/06. 

According to the report, almost 41 
per cent of GPs earned at least 
£50,000 but less than £100,000 in 
2009/10, while just below 40 per cent 
earned at least £100,000 but less than 
£150,000. 

Nearly 10 per cent earned at least 
£150,000 but less than £200,000. A 
total of 2.7 per cent, or 890 doctors 
earned more than £200,000. 

NHS Information Centre chief exec¬ 
utive Tim Straughan said: “Our 
report shows on average, a GP 
working in the UK earned roughly the 
same pay before tax in 2009/10 as they 
did in the previous year.” 

MP«backing 
Bill on thefts 

A Dudley MP is backing a Parlia¬ 
mentary Bill aimed at tackling metal 
theft. Ian Austin, who represents 
Dudley North, is backing a campaign 
to introduce changes to tighten up the 
rules on the sale of scrap metal. 

Six changes have been proposed 
including the introduction of cashless 
payments, mandatory photographic 
ID, more robust licensing arrange¬ 
ments for scrap metal dealers and 
greater search powers of scrap metal 
yards. Recently 71 drain covers were 
stolen in one week alone in Dudley 
and across the West Midlands 
churches, businesses and homes have 
all been targeted. 

The bill will be presented to the 
house on November 15 and Mr Austin 
says he will be lending his support. 

He said: “I’ve already written to the 
Government ministers urging them to 
take action on metal theft but it’s clear 
the problem is only getting worse.”

Ambitious plans for 250-room hotel, 
indoor water park and conference 
centre at West Midland Safari Park 
have been welcomed by residents after 
the proposals went on display.

A monorail transporting visitors 
from the railway link to the hotel have 
also been included in the scheme. 

Among the visitors to the exhibition 


were Trevor and Barbara Thorpe, of 
Bewdley, who said they were “very 
impressed” by the scheme. Mrs 
Thorpe, aged 72, said: “I think this will 
help to put the town on the map. 

“Plans for the water park will make 
this a year-round attraction for people 
to visit. Now the park pretty much clos¬ 
es for much of the winter which is a 
shame. The hotel will allow people to 
stay over so rather than being just a day 
visit it can be spread out over a couple 
of days. These are excellent ideas.” 

Mr Thorpe, aged 75, added: “The 
rail link connecting the park to the 
Severn Valley Railway will also be a 
real boost.”

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Council in bid to cut 
€12.8m from budget

New roadside parking charges in 
town centres, increases in burial service 
costs and cuts in residential care are 
among the proposals for cash-strapped 
Dudley Council to save millions of 
pounds. 

Dudley Council is hoping to save almost 
£12.8 million over the next two years, with 
£8.3m set to be slashed from the 2012/13 
budget. The council has defended the 
budget, saying that their hand had been 
forced by the cuts from central government. 

A list of plans to make savings in each depart¬ 
ment has been issued as part of an online public 
consultation. 

Transport boss Councillor Patrick Harley said 
the parking changes would mean shoppers would 
pay an hourly rate to park in areas such as Stour¬ 
bridge and Dudley high streets, while charges 
could be introduced at some free car parks in the 
borough, making £150,000 over two years. 

He added: “Car parks like Penzer Street in 
Kingswinford have been recently refurbished 
with new lighting so it is only reasonable to 
charge for them. 

Magic 

“I would love to wave a magic wand and get rid 
of all parking charges but we must live in the real 
world.” 

Council leader Les Jones added: “Whilst the 
majority of the savings have now been found we 
are not yet out of the woods and, due to the 
national and international economic climate, we 
still have a lot of savings to find over the next two 
years.” 

The document shows how the council plans to 
increase its income from bereavement services to 
£2.9million, up by £200,000 on this year, by 
increasing charges. 

And funding for residential care for people with 
physical and learning disabilities is to be cut by 
£400,000, affecting a total of 685 people who use 
the services. 

Instead they will be encouraged to use extra 
care housing and telecare. Other cuts include 
reducing the grant given to the Black Country 
Living Museum by £70,000 by 2013/14. 

Last week it was revealed more than 500 people 
have expressed an interest in taking up the option 
of voluntary redundancy at the council next year. 
The local authority has already shed more than 
400 jobs this year.

New mosque plan set to 
be submitted to leaders

New plans for the multi-million pound 
Dudley mosque are being drawn up by Muslim 
leaders in a bid to finally win approval for the 
controversial scheme. 

They could be submitted within the next six 
months following a redesign by Dudley Muslim 
Association’s own architects. 

The group has been at odds with the council for six years 
over plans for a mosque on a site off Hall Street. But 
Dudley Muslim Association’s chairman said the group 
wanted to work with the authority on the redesign. 

Dr Khurshid Armed “We are redesigning the plans cur¬ 
rently with a view to submitting the new amended designs 
at a later date,” he said. 

“These plans will take on the points made by the commit¬ 
tee when they rejected the application.” 

Dudley Council’s planning committee threw out the 
association’s most recent application in September amid 
thousands of objections from residents. 

Character 

Committee members claimed the proposed mosque 
would have been out of character with the medieval fea¬ 
tures of the town. The plans submitted earlier this year 
would have cost £6 million and featured a 63ft gold- 
coloured minaret and a 45ft high green dome visible from 
Dudley Southern Bypass. 

No decision has yet been taken by the association on 
whether to appeal against the council’s rejection of its pre¬ 
vious plans around two months ago. 

The association has six months to lodge an appeal 
against the decision made by Dudley Council. 

Dr Ahmed said the association would let the council’s 
planning department see its revised designs within that 
time limit. 

But if there was still stalemate with the revised plans 
then the association may look to appeal, he added. 

Recently the mosque dispute was at the High Court as 
council officials are bidding to buyback the Hall Street site 
from the association. Most of the association’s argument 
was rejected but the group vowed to fight on.

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Dozens of attacks 
on region’s posties

Several postmen and women have been 
assaulted by the public as they made their 
rounds across the Midlands in the past 
four years, new figures show. 

Violent attacks had become a “hazard” of the 
job for postal staff as they made their deliver¬ 
ies, according to bosses at Royal Mail. 

Around 67 workers have been assaulted across the 
Black Country, Staffordshire, Wyre Forest and 
Birmingham since 2007. 

The highest number of assaults happened in 
Sandwell and Birmingham, according to figures 
released through a Freedom of Information request. 

Royal Mail condemned the attacks and vowed to 
help police catch those responsible. Spokesman 
Richard Hall said the safety of staff was a top prior¬ 
ity. “Royal Mail deplores any attack on its employees 
who are there to serve the community,” he added. 

“Whilst rare, unfortunately attacks are a hazard 
faced by our postmen and women and our first prior¬ 
ity as an employer is to ensure the welfare and safety 
of our people.” 

Customers 

The figures show that in Sandwell and Birming¬ 
ham during 2007/08 there were 13 attacks, with 11 
in 2008/09, rising to 17 two years ago and 14 
recorded against postmen and women last year 
while they were out doing their jobs. They also reveal 
there were eight assaults by customers on staff in 
total in Wolverhampton, Dudley and Wyre Forest 
during the course of the four years. 

There were three reported assaults in Walsall in 
the same period while Staffordshire only had a 
single attack on a postman or woman since 2007, 
according to the information released by Royal Mail. 

Mr Hall added: “We always advise employees to 
avoid conflict with customers and report incidents to 
their line manager. Royal Mail takes any attack on 
its employees very seriously and will always report 
such instances to the police.” 

Figures released earlier this year showed hun¬ 
dreds of postmen and women have been attacked by 
dogs while on their mail rounds in the Midlands over 
the last few years. A total of 565 attacks were 
reported between 2008 and March this year. 

In a number of the incidents, Royal Mail staff were 
bitten by a dog or left with cuts and bruises as a result 
of aggressive animals. They included 215 in the B 
postcode which covers Birmingham and Sandwell, 63 
in the Dudley and Kidderminster postcode area, 149 
in the ST postcode in Stafford and Stoke-on-Trent, 69 
in the WS area of Cannock and Walsall, and 69 in the 
WV postcode, in Wolverhampton.

Museum bid to secure funding 


Plans for a glass museum to house 
the Black Country’s precious collec¬ 
tions have moved a step closer as a 
multi-million pound bid for funding is 
drawn up. 

Half of the £5 million costs of the 
project are being sought from the 
European Regional Development 
Fund, with the site of the old Stuart 
Crystal glassworks in Wordsley being 
used. The funding bid is set to be sub¬ 
mitted early next year. 

The whole project was thrown into 
doubt earlier this year when arsonists 
gutted one of the Grade II-listed 
former factories. But now the site’s 
owners have revealed that they are 


drawing up a final bid with the help of 
Dudley Council and glass charity the 
British Glass Foundation. 

Council chiefs have previously 
warned that if the bid is rejected, it is 
unlikely that the museum scheme can 
go ahead. It is expected to take months 
for the bid to be processed but bosses 
say this is a positive step forward. 

They have also been given confi¬ 
dence by the recent £4.5 million ERDF 
grant given to the Castle Hill regener¬ 
ation project in Dudley. 

Plans have been in the pipeline for 
four years for a £5 million glass 
museum on the site linked to the 
nearby Red House Glass Cone via an 


underground tunnel. It will house col¬ 
lections from across the Black 
Country including Broadfield House 
nearby. A housing estate development 
is also being planned for a neighbour¬ 
ing section of the site. 

Work to repair the fire-ravaged 
building has been delayed following 
problems with an insurance claim. It 
has yet to begin more than two months 
after the original planned start date 
but developers say it will take less 
than a month to carry out. 

David Freer, director of owners 
Complex Developments, said: “The 
plans are moving on well and we hope 
to have things ready to go very soon.”

Firm shows it metal on heritage trail

A galvanizing company 
based in the Black Country 
has played a major role in 
the creation of a £35,000 
heritage trail winding 
through the Black Country. 

Wollaston artist Luke 
Perry has created 33 sculp¬ 
tures ranging in size from 
3ft to 6ft, which run along a 
four-and-a-half mile stretch 
of the Dudley No.2 canal 
from Sandwell to Dudley. 

They include one sculp¬ 
ture of a man flushing a toil¬ 
et, inspired by the former 
Doulton Pottery Works in 
Rowley Regis which made 
cisterns and toilet bowls. 

Wednesfield-based Ed¬ 
ward Howell Galvanizers, 
part of Wedge Group Galva¬ 
nizing, galvanized more 
than five tonnes of steel for the sculptures 
in a process that will protect them from rust 
and corrosion. They were installed over the 
summer as part of the project which was 
paid for via lottery funding given to the 
Dudley Canal Trust. 

Mr Perry, aged 28, said: “This project is a 
real celebration of the Black Country, and 
was extremely exciting to be involved in. 

“It is, in effect, a ‘walking museum’, 
depicting key moments in the area’s indus¬ 
trial heritage. 


The finished sculptures look great along the 
towpath, and will enlighten generations of 
people on what was once the main artery of 
the area’s industry — without the canal, 
there would be no Black Country.” 

Jim Lindsay, commercial manager of 
Edward Howell Galvanizers, said: “The 
completed sculptures are lively, attractive, 
and interesting, and will be a fantastic edu¬ 
cational source for the area.” He said the 
galvanizing process each sculpture had 
gone through meant people could enjoy 
them for years to come. 


As each sculpture is completely bespoke, 
designing them has involved countless con¬ 
versations with veterans of the industry 
and area, to enable us to have first-hand 
accounts of the people, characteristics, 
events, and themes that they are based on. 


Starting at Station Road in Old Hill and 
running to Blowers Green Bridge in 
Netherton, the trail also features 50-life- 
sized moorhens, which have also been 
sculpted out of steel.

Dozens of horses are being kept tethered in a 
Black Country nature reserve with several suf¬ 
fering from a contagious disease. 

The RSPCA and World Horse Welfare Society 
have now been called in to investigate horses being 
kept at Fens Pool Nature Reserve, Brierley Hill. The 
issue was raised at a meeting of the Brierley Hill 
Area Committee. 

Resident Evelyn Bradley said she had called the animal 
charities after noticing an increasing number of horses on 
the land. 

“Because of this, you can’t enjoy the reserve as a public 
space,” she told the meeting. 

“There are also foals wandering around, which are 
getting quite aggressive.” 

She told the meeting charities had found many of the 
horses were malnourished, and were suffering from a 
disease called strangles, causing abscesses on the neck.

Area liaison officer John Millar said the council was 
aware of the issues at Fens Pool. “It’s a complicated situa¬ 
tion as it’s communal, council-owned land,” he said. He 
said a special working group would be examining options 
available and report back to the environment scrutiny 
committee. 

Concerns 

RSPCA spokeswoman Judith Haw said they had 
removed four horses from the reserve due to “welfare con¬ 
cerns”. 

And she said notices had been put up warning that the 
horses had an infectious disease. 

She said: “Strangles is a very infectious disease so these 
horses should not be moved, they should be treated at the 
scene. We are now in discussions with Dudley Council 
about how to deal with the problem further.”

He said he and Miss 
Barnes were back together and now expecting a baby, and 
he had pleaded guilty. 

He was sentenced to a 24-month community order with 
60 hours work, £200 compensation and £100 costs.

Almost 100 dogs have been reported stolen in 
the Black Country and South Staffordshire in 
recent years, new figures claim. 

Thieves have been targeting the animals, 
which can be worth thousands of pounds, and 
in some cases stealing them from people’s 
gardens. New figures have been released by 
West Midlands Police under the Freedom of 
Information Act. 

They show 75 pets have been reported stolen across the 
four Black Country boroughs of Dudley, Sandwell, Walsall 
and Wolverhampton between 2009 and June this year. 

Statistics released by Staffordshire Police show there 
have been 18 reports of dogs being stolen in Cannock, Lich¬ 
field and Stafford between September 2009 and August 
this year. 

In one case reported in September nine dogue de bor- 


deaux dogs and their mother, worth £10,000 in total, were 
taken from their back garden in Tipton. They were later 
reunited with their owner although one of them died. 

In another case in Sept-ember a 16-week-old puppy was 
stolen by two men on a motorbike in an industrial estate in 
West Bromwich. He was also later returned after police 
released CCTV of the theft. 

Difficult 

The crimes can prove difficult for police to investigate in 
certain situations if it is not clear whether the dog has 
simply wandered off or been taken by someone. 

West Midlands Police spokesman Lee Page said: “Al¬ 
though a dog can easily go astray of its own accord, if a per¬ 
son is sure their dog has been stolen it is treated as a theft 
and therefore a criminal investigation will take place.” 
According to the figures for the West Midlands the most 
number of dog thefts have been reported in Dudley with 22.

Thousands join fight 
to halt quarry plans 


dudleychrons@expressandstar.co.uk 
Protesters are gearing up for a mass 
turnout when Staffordshire councillors 
meet to decide on plans for a second sand 
and gravel quarry in a village near 
Kingswinford. 

The application, from quarry firm F G 
Davis, for permission to extract sand and 
gravel from a 19-acre site off Mile Flat, Wall 
Heath, may be considered by Staffordshire 
County Council’s planning committee on 
December 1. 

But protesters, who have yet to submit their final 
response to the proposals, think it could be the New 
Year before the issue goes to the committee. 

F G Davis is not only applying for permission for 
the new quarry, but also to extend the use of its 
existing extraction site in nearby Enville Road, 
Wall Heath, by three years. 

Staffordshire County Council spokesman Mike 
Carr said: “We’re still waiting for some responses 
to the consultation on the plan. 

“But we are working towards presenting a report 
to the next planning committee meeting in Decem¬ 
ber, although that date is not guaranteed.” 

Traffic 

The Quarries Fighting Fund, which is organis¬ 
ing opposition from local residents, complains that 
the development would increase dust, traffic and 
mud on the roads. 

More than 5,000 objections have been sent to the 
planning department. 

Dudley Kingswinford Rugby Club, which would 
lose four of its eight pitches and adjoining sports 
land if the proposals go ahead, has also protested. 

Dave Tyler, one of the organisers of the Quarries 
Fighting Fund, said: “Our major response docu¬ 
ment will be submitted next week. 

“That will then need to be made public for two 
weeks, so it will be running tight to achieve that in 
time for December 1. 

“We think it will be the New Year before the com¬ 
mittee discusses it. 

“We are anxious for it to be decided but would 
rather it took longer to get a proper job done than 
rush into it. 

“We will be turning up in force whenever it is dis¬ 
cussed by the committee. 

“Residents want to make absolutely sure that 
the councillors know how opposed the local commu¬ 
nity is to these plans. 

“And we are confident that this application will 
not succeed.”

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Binmen could work four days 


A four-day working week for binmen 
in Wyre Forest is now a step closer 
after a service review panel voted 
through the proposals. 

Under plans to save £170,000, the 
panel recommended the council 
impose new work days of Tuesday to 
Friday instead of the current five-day 
week. Binmen would work the same 
hours, but in four longer shifts. 

The panel also highlighted issues 
around medical waste and recom¬ 
mended they be brought in line with 
regular collections. 

If approved by the district council, 


the plans will be implemented by 
April. 

Environment chief Councillor 
Marcus Hart said: “If the plans are 
agreed, residents will still have refuse 
collected one week and recycling the 
next, but some collection days will 
change,” he explained. 

“The review has also addressed 
anomalies which exist, such as 
medical collections. It found confusion 
and misunderstanding about the 
service, which is used by just 250 
households. 

“Medical collections are different 


from clinical waste and the bin 
content is sent to landfill like normal 
refuse. We surveyed households using 
the service and 90 per cent of those 
who replied were satisfied with the 
proposed changes.” 

The council’s cabinet will discuss 
the changes on November 22, with a 
vote for the full council on November 
30. 

Councillor Hart said controversial 
fortnightly collections, which cost 
almost £2 million to roll out, had saved 
taxpayers £300,000 in the past 12 
months. 


Free car 
parking at 
Christmas 

Shoppers will be able to 
park for free in council-run 
car parks across Dudley in 
the run-up to Christmas. 

Charges will be suspend¬ 
ed on three Saturdays next 
month and on one evening 
to coincide with festive 
lights being switched on in 
the borough’s towns. 

Transport boss Councillor 
Patrick Harley said the 
move was a “gesture of good¬ 
will” and it was hoped it 
would help to boost visitors 
numbers during the busy 
festive period. 

It could end up costing 
Dudley Council £20,000 lost 
revenue but extra takings 
expected during the festive 
season could bring the 
shortfall down to £7,000. 

The council is proposing 
free Saturday car parking 
on December 10, 17 and 24 
in Dudley, Stourbridge, 
Brierley Hill and Hale¬ 
sowen, along with smaller 
centres such as Sedgley and 
Kingswinford. 

The plans were welcomed 
by the chairman of Stour¬ 
bridge Township Council, 
Margaret Scott, who said 
previous similar schemes 
had increased the number 
of shoppers.

Club facing an uncertain 
future after pitch change 


A hockey club which is almost 120 
years old may be forced to close after 
being booted off its pitch to make way 
for football and rugby teams instead. 

The whistle could be blown on Kidder¬ 
minster Hockey Club after King Charles I 
School, where its members play home 
matches, won funding from the Football 
Association towards a £500,000 new pitch. 

The FA insists the artificial grass “carpet” 
surface must be 65mm, which would be suitable 
for football or rugby but too long for hockey. 

The club has been told it will have to leave at 
the end of the hockey season in March. 

Chairman Chris Longmore said: “We feel 
we’ve been stabbed in the back — we’ve been 
there for 25 years and some years ago paid

£20,000 to help refurbish the pitch. We are now 
in the process of going round pitches in towns as 
far away as Halesowen and Bromsgrove to check 
on availability of pitches for the 2012-13 season 
- we either find somewhere else or will have to 
close down. And if we move to another town, 
fewer players will come back to our clubhouse 
afterwards and we will lose members.” 

Development 

He added the only other hockey pitches in the 
Wyre Forest district were two at the home of Kid¬ 
derminster’s rival club, Stourport. And, 
although Wyre Forest Council was looking at 
creating a third pitch in the district, that devel¬ 
opment was at least 18 months away and the 
funding was not certain. 


Tim Gulliver, head teacher of King Charles I 
School, said: “I do empathise and feel for Chris 
and Kidderminster Hockey Club. But football 
and rugby is what young people are interested in 
and very few of our youngsters play hockey. 

“Our young people and the local community 
will gain far more benefit if we have a pitch for 
football and rugby. We’d love to meet Kiddermin¬ 
ster Hockey Club’s requirements but the FA 
needs a set surface.” 

The FA has offered to pay half the £500,000 
cost of the new pitch, with the school finding the 
rest through fundraising, capital funding and 
grants. 

Kidderminster Hockey Club, which was 
founded in 1892 and has its headquarters at 
Chester Road Sporting Club, where the town’s 
cricket pitch is based, has three men’s and one 
ladies’ sides and around 60 members.

Council-run leisure centres in a 
Black Country borough are 
booming - with the number of 
members increasing five-fold in 
the last six years, new figures 
reveal. 

The 3,000 members bring in more 
than £1.1 million each year to Dudley 
Council through gyms in Halesowen, 
Dudley and Stourbridge. 

And the authority has ploughed nearly 
£2 million into new equipment and facili¬ 
ties in recent years, a new report shows. 
Council bosses say the figures prove that 
people are using council-run sites rather 
than chains. 

And they say the investment in the gyms 
has helped attract thousands of new 
members. 

In 2005 all three gyms had a total of 600 
members, generating £200,000 per year. 

The Crystal Leisure Centre in Bell 
Street, Stourbridge, had more than 36,000 
visits to fitness classes in 2010, a rise of 
12,000 in two years. 

Swimming 

And Dudley Leisure Centre in Welling¬ 
ton Road has seen a similar increase to 
16,000 visits last year. 

But a new report also shows that “casual” 
swimming at all three centres has dropped 
over the last year by up to 10,000. 

The Crystal site had a new health and 
fitness suite, reception and soft play area 
installed in January 2009 at a total cost of 
£750,000. 

And £500,000 has been spent at Hale¬ 
sowen, including £250,000 on a new health 
and fitness centre. 

A new gym area was built on two old 
squash courts in Dudley three years ago, 
costing £500,000. And another £500,000 
was spent on the swimming pool, including 
new tiling and lights. 

Councillor David Stanley said: “Our facil¬ 
ities are very competitive with the private 
sector and I think that is one of the main 
reasons why we have seen such an increase. 

“We decided a few years ago that to really 
improve health and wellbeing we had to 
invest in equipment and facilities and now 
this is paying off.” 


Vicar moves in to eco home 


A vicar in the Black 
Country is set to move into 
his new home — an eco vic¬ 
arage - which is the first of 
its kind in the country. 

The house in Kingswin- 
ford will generate its own 
electricity saving thousands 
of pounds in energy bills 
every year. 

It has been made from low 
carbon materials such as 
recycled aggregate concrete 
blocks for the walls and 
slate tiles for the roof. 

Solar panels have been 
fitted to the roof and a rain¬ 
water collection system will 
collect water for the toilets 
and outdoor taps. 

The new vicarage, which 
has cost around £500,000 to 
build, is one of two being 
built by the Diocese of 
Worcester — the other is in 
Redditch. It will cost £100 a 
year to heat the property 
compared with an average 
of £3,000 a year for the old 
vicarage.

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£70k flood scheme is unveiled 


A flood defence scheme to protect 
more than 50 homes in Bewdley has 
been unveiled. 

Riddings Brook Flood Group has 
been battling for measures to protect 
the town’s Queensway estate since the 
severe floods of 2007. 

Homes have previously been at risk 
as Riddings Brook runs into a culvert 
beneath the Queensway estate which 
cannot cope with high volumes of 
water. But the Environment Agency 
has now created a £700,000 water 
storage embankment to temporarily 
retain large amounts of water in a field. 

The water will be released slowly, 
reducing the amount running along 


the culvert. The group was formed in 
2007 after more than 50 homes were 
flooded in Riddings Close, Queensway 
and Kidderminster Road following 
storms. Residents vowed to do all they 
could to prevent a similar thing from 
happening again. 

Flood group chairman Gill Holland 
said she was delighted the defences 
were now in place. “It is a very simple 
system but one which should be effec¬ 
tive in preventing houses in this part 
of the town from being flooded,” she 
said. “Four years is not a long time to 
wait for measures of this kind but we 
have continued to keep the pressure 
on to ensure the work took place.” 


The group was joined at the event by 
Wyre Forest MP Mark Gamier, Wyre 
Forest District Council leader Coun¬ 
cillor John Campion and the area’s 
former MP Dr Richard Taylor. 

Mrs Holland said the group was very 
grateful to landowner Chris Grainger 
who had allowed part of his field to be 
used as the water storage area. 

She said some minor works still 
needed completing but the defences 
were now in place. 

Mr Gamier said: “Everyone involv¬ 
ed has put in a lot of work, especially 
Gill Holland who has been leading res¬ 
idents’ action against flooding in 
Bewdley.” 


Operator 
has licence 
revoked 

A meat supplier in Dudley 
has had his operator’s 
licence revoked after one of 
his vehicles was involved in 
a crash. Arshad Majid has 
been given the sanction fol¬ 
lowing the smash on the 
A40 in Greater London. 

Two of the lorry’s wheels 
fell off and it flipped over in 
the accident last October. 
Both the driver and passen¬ 
ger were able to walk away. 

Mr Majid, director of Asia 
Halal Meat Suppliers which 
employs about 15 people and 
has an operating centre in 
Ham Lane, Kingswinford, 
and a unit in Birmingham. 

An investigation into the 
smash raised issues includ¬ 
ing the management of the 
fleet’s tachographs and 
maintenance of lorries. 

Mr Majid was called 
before deputy West Mid¬ 
lands traffic commissioner 
Roger Seymour in Birming¬ 
ham but Mr Seymour’s 
written decision has only 
just been released. 

Although he found safety 
inspections were conducted 
“with a degree of regular¬ 
ity”, he said Mr Majid had 
no commitment to fulfilling 
the obligations. 


Memorial bench set up at hospice 


A memorial bench has 
been set up in the 
gardens of a Black 
Country hospice in 
memory of a former 
member of the Kingswin¬ 
ford and Stourbridge 
Lions Club. 

Grandfather and 
former insurance worker 
Bill Masters, who was a 
member of the group for 
more than nine years, 
passed away in Novem¬ 
ber 2010 at the age of 78 
from pneumonia. 

The voluntary service 
organisation, which 
raises funds for good 
causes, tries to honour 
all members who have 
died. 

It was decided that an 
engraved bench at the 
Mary Stevens Hospice in 
Stourbridge was the best 
way to remember Mr 
Masters, who was from 
Oldswinford. 

Friend and lions club 
member Maureen Whit¬ 
more said: ‘Whenever we 
lose any Lions member 
we always try and do 
something in memory of 
them. The Lions are very 
pleased with the bench, 
it is in a beautiful spot. 
He really enjoyed the sun 
and he would have loved 
to have sat out on it.”

Slava’s Snow Show, 

Birmingham Hippodrome 

SEND in the clowns ... Slava’s 
Snow Show was the perfect anti¬ 
dote for a gloomy atmosphere of 
November darkness and eco¬ 
nomic woe, allowing the audience 
to escape to dreamland for a pre¬ 
cious couple of hours. 

The dream belongs to Slava Polunin, 
a leading Russian clown who has 
devised - though seldom now per¬ 
forms in - this spectacular, globetrot¬ 
ting show. 

On its third visit to the Hippodrome, 
another member of Slava’s collective 
of brilliant fools, Artem Zhimolokhov, 


took the central role of Asisiai, the little 
everyman clad in oversized yellow 
overalls who shuffles about in fluffy red 
slippers. Just by raising his eyebrows 
he won over the audience ,who 
delighted in his antics, whether chug¬ 
ging around the stage in a steaming 
top hat, apparently shrinking at will, or, 
in a most magical scene, bringing a hat 
and coat on a stand to life. 

This funny-sad character has a 
poignancy, the very first time we see 
Asisiai he has a noose around his 
neck, and pulls on the rope only to find 
another clown in a noose at the other 
end. These Russian clowns have a 
dark current of fatalism. 

At other times members of the audi¬ 


ence were doused in water or buried in 
confetti ‘snow’ by the troupe of mis¬ 
chievous mac-wearing clowns, who 
walked over the seats to bring their 
anarchy right into the auditorium. 

The most memorable moments of 
the Snow Show are the three big set 
pieces; a cobweb that envelopes the 
entire audience, an awesome indoor 
blizzard and audience members dis¬ 
covering their inner child when the 
theatre is turned into a giant ball pit. 

No wonder Slava’s unique show is 
so well loved ... except, perhaps, by 
the cleaners who have to clear away all 
that ‘snow’.

Reginald D Hunter

MANY comedians use 
fleeting television appear¬ 
ances to offer bite size 
chunks of what to expect on 
their stand-up tours, hoping 
to flog a few tickets in the 
process.

Reg’s take on life, shaped by 
a combination of being brought 
up in America’s Deep South fol¬ 
lowed by 15 years touring the 
UK comedy circuit, is charming 
and he quickly has the audi¬ 
ence captivated. 

Childhood stories, scientific 
theories, British racism and 
relationship advice are all 
approached with a unique 
slant. 

The only downside would be 
that some gags don’t quite 
come around quickly enough, 
with Reg’s mantras occasion¬ 
ally too drawn out, although 
often when the punchlines 
came they were worth the wait.

Nicholas showed Ward’s manipulative 
character and as producer/director as

CAPTURING the feel of 1950s’ 
America, Buddy at the Alex is a bio 
drama telling the story of Buddy 
Holly’s rise to fame to his final leg¬ 
endary performance before his 
untimely death at the age of 23 in a 
plane crash. 

This exciting nostalgic show has high 
energy dance routines, brilliant spot on 
costumes and an exceptionally talented 
cast of actor-instrumentalists who all give 
excellent performances. 

A cardboard collage of 50s memorabilia 
is cleverly used and creates a serviceable 


seediness of the world he lived in. 

Alice Coulthard as Christine demon¬ 
strated the level of naivete needed to con¬ 
vince in the role of a teenager who was so 
in awe of the rich and powerful she was 
persuaded to sleep with older men. 

One of them was War Minister Jack 
Profumo and, while sleeping with him, she 
also had an affair with a Russian military 
attache based in London. 

This was the time of the Cuban missile 
crisis when America and Russia were as 
close to nuclear war as any countries ever 
have been. 

Ward pushed Keeler into sleeping with 
Profumo and Eugene Ivanov to see if she 
could find out any Cold War secrets which 
would be useful to him as a man with a 
finger in many pies. 

The whole affair came crashing down 
when Ward was charged with living off 
immoral earnings. 

He was abandoned by the high society 
friends he craved and killed himself. 

Keeler lives quietly in anonymity and 
Rice-Davies, in her own words, has 
descended into respectability. 

Keeler, which includes full frontal nudity, 
runs until Saturday.

KIA has been steadily advancing its 
range with the ambition to have the 
newest line-up in the UK and the 
Rio is its latest car. 

The Rio is a direct competitor to cars 
such as the Fiesta and Corsa so it 
needs to be good to compete in this 
market - and first impressions are 
excellent.

The Rio has been restyled and is a new 
take on the classic wedge style. What this 
means for me is that there is great ratio of 
bodywork to glass.

so top marks to Kia here. In terms of practi¬ 
cality the Rio has a large boot, which I did 
manage to fill, so can bear testament to its 
load carrying capacity. 

On the inside Kia has also done a great job 
with the height adjustable driver’s seat and 
steering column. The instrument cluster is 
well designed with the three clock binnacle 
and numerous switches on the steering 
wheel which all fell easily to hand. 

Other switches are in the centre and are 
toggle type switches, which I really liked. 
Also the rear seats can be folded down to 
create even more space if needed. 

For a first test I had a drive from London to 
Shropshire - so if the Kia was not going to 
cut it, this would be a good way to find out. 

Bearing in mind it is a 1.1 litre engine I was 
surprised that it pulled so well and very 
quickly the Rio settled into its stride on the 
motorway. Keeping pace in the outside lane 
was no problem and with the nice six- 
gearbox it was not tiring to drive, 
boot, it was achieving nearly 80mpg! 

How can I put this? With budget 
sometimes there is a flaw in the overall 
rience so my expectation was that 
everything else being OK the comfort 
be compromised - but I was to be 
again by the Rio. After nearly three 
the car I did not feel any tiredness 
which did surprise me but is testament to 
care that Kia has put in to this car. 


So in search of a flaw I pushed the Rio 
around the Shropshire lanes to see if the 
suspension and steering had been the 
object of the bean counters’ revenge but, 
again, no. The Rio handles well and soaks up 
the bumps easily. So how does the Kia 
compare to the others in what is a very com¬ 
petitive sector of the market?

But neither a spelling error on the specially embroidered 
shirts or a tinge of late disappointment came close to spoil¬ 
ing their dream day in Devon. Saturday was the biggest 
day in the Glassboys’ 135-year history. 

Three goals, 90 pulsating minutes and 865 travelling 
fans ensured it was their most memorable occasion too. 

Yet such was the scale of the stunning effort from Gary 
Hackett’s players, they could yet top it just eight days from 
now when the War Memorial Ground hosts what promises 
to be a special evening. 

Hackett and Co came so close to one of the most momen¬ 
tous giant-killings in recent FA Cup history - just two 
minutes plus stoppage-time - that they must have 
departed with at least a hint of regret.
